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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Special Responsibility 


The special committee of 19, studying the town manager 
charter, have a special responsibility to fulfill, and it 


should not be taken lightly. 


They must, if their study is to be accepted as an objec- 
tive report, refrain from witch hunting. 

There has been some evidence that the town manager 
may be the principal target for some on the Committee. 
‘And if this proves true, the validity of the study may be 
in serious doubt because of the personal relationships 


that would be entwined. 


Chairman Harris Sanfilippo called the shots properly, 
when he reminded the Committee-that it is supposed to 
be studying the charter and how it is functioning — not 
the competency of any town employee. Committee members 
must hue to a fine line, as they delve into departmental 
functions, to avoid the personalities and the judgments on 
individual ability. If error is made, it should be on the 
side of caution, so that nowhere is there a tinge of 
suspicion that an individual has been singled out as a 


target. 


This must be carefully remembered, and remain as a 
constant guide, as Committee members proceed. For there 
is grave concern in many sections of the community that 
the sought-after objectivity is missing from some members’ 


minds. 


Well Founded View 


Credit is due to Arthur Neumark of Elm st., who urged the 
special town meeting to avoid accepting federal aid, for 
espousing a principle in the face of sure defeat. 

His viewpoint — that taking federal grants should be 
upposed because of the staggering national debt, and the 
continual increase in federal spending — is well founded. 

Thousands of voters would undoubtedly support this 
position, if rejecting the grant would truly mean a reduc- 
tion in federal spending. This it would not do. 

Mr. Neumark knew he was fighting for a lost cause; it’s 
nice to know that there are still men of individuality who 
will propose unpopular procedures because they think it is 


right to do so. 


Too many men and women shun their responsibility in 
order to retain their popularity. 


Great Response 


The 1,060 voters who attended town meeting ‘Aug. 14 
proved the experts to be wrong — and they have earned 
the gratitude and congratulations of us all. 

The number of voters in attendance at the mid-August 
session exceeded the number attending the annual meet- 
ing, in some years, and certainly made the worriers — 
those who thought even a 350 quorum would be difficult to 


attain — look bad. 


It proves that voters are vitally interested and do not 
shirk their duty, when they are called upon to assemble 
for vitally important decisions. 

All of those who took part in telephone and mail cam- 
paigns to alert the voters to the issues at hand, deserve 
congratulations for the effort they spent. 

All in all, we think this was one of the most striking 
examples of community interest and participation that it 


has been our, pleasure to see.
